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BE POSTMASTER? SLIDES DOWN MT'N BRADY'SDRUGSTORE THREE COUNTIES 





According to form 2213, dated 
August 19th 1921, issued by the 
United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion regarding second class _ post- 
master examinations, Upland post- 
office is among those at which there 
is a vacancy with the salary and date 
of the vacancy of each. The vacancy 
date is June 27th 1920 and the salary 
is $2500. 


The details of the examination for 
the local postoffice are given as 
follows: 


At the request of the Postmaster 
General, the United States Civil Ser- 
vice Commission announces an open 
competitive examination 
vacancy in the position of post- 
master at each of the offices named 
above. This is not an examination 
under the Civil Service Act and 
rules, but is held under an Executive 
order issued May 10, 1921, which pro- 
vides as follows: 


“When a vacancy exists®or here- 
after occurs in the position of post- 
master at an office of the first, sec- 
ond, or third class, if such vacancy 
is not filled by nomination of some 
person within the competitive classi- 
fied Civil Service who has the re- 
quired qualifications, then the Post- 
master General shall certify the fact 
to the Civil Service Commission, 
which shal! forthwith hold an open 
competitive examination to test the 
fitness of applicants to fill such vac-| 
ancy, and when such examination 
has been held and the papers in 
connection therewith have been rated, 
the said Commission shall cetify the 
results thereof to the Postmaster 
General, who shall submit to the 
President the name of one of the 
highest three qualified eligibles for 
appointment to fill such vacancy un- 
less it is established that the char- 
acter of residence of any such ap- 
plicant disqualifies him for appoint- 
ment: Provided, That at the expira- 
tion of the term of any person 
appointed to such position through 
examination befpre the Civil Service 
Commission, the Postmaster General 
may, in his discretion, submit the 
hame ot suc person to the President 
without further ex-, 
amination. 


“No person who has passed his 
sixty-fiztn Strthday, or who has not 
actually resited within the delivery 
of such office for two years next 
preceding such vacancy, shall be 
given the examination herein pro- 
vided for 

“If, unde: this order, it is desired 
to mak: nemination fur any office of 
a@ perso1 in the competitive classifie { 
service, such person :nust .first be 
found by the Civil Sesvice Commis- 
sion to meet the minimum require- 
ments “or the office.” 

Candidates will not be required to 
report for examination at any 
place, but will be rated on the follow- 
ing subjects, which will have the 
relative weights indicated:

Candidates for sécond class _ post- 
master must show that for at least 
three years they have held respon- 
sible positions in which the principal 
duties involved the management of 
business affairs or such positions in 
different branches of the Postal Ser- 
vice; candidates must also show that 
they have demonstrated their ability 
to meet and deal with the public sat- 
isfactorily. 

Statements as to education, train- 
ing, and experience are subject to 
verification. 

To be eligible for examination a 
candidate must be a citizen of the 
United States, must be in good physi- 
cal condition, must actually reside 
within the delivery of the office for 
which the application is made, and 
must have been such resident for at 
least two years next preceding the 
occurrence of the present vacancy.

monly called Devil’s Bur, were re- 
vealed to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture during a Nation- 
wide weed survey now in

Now the hurrying and the scurrying

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them long distances. It is not only 
an opportunist but an ingrate, be- 
cause it is causing widespread 
trouble to motorists and cyclists by 
puncturing their tires. The possi- 
bilities for damage from this plant 
are illustrated by the experience of 
a California man who was reported 
to have had 70 punctures in one tire, 
all due to the punctute\ vine. The 
weed is considered so serioug Cali- 
fornia that the California State De- 
partment of Agriculture’ has pub- 
lished a number of special articles 
on the subject. The plant is being 
spread with rapidity in sections of 
Arizona where it never was previous- 
ly known, 

“The puncture vine is known scien- 
tifically as Tribulus terrestris. It is 
a native of Europe and 
was probably introduced -into Ameri- 
ca by means of burs contained in 
the fleece of sheep. The fruit, or 
bur, splits at maturity into five seec- 
tions, each equipped with a pair of 






southern 


spines about one-fourth inch long. 
The sections lie on the ground in 


such a manner that one of the spines 
always points upwards ready to enter 
the first tire that comes along. In 
one California county it is estimated 
half of all the punctures in bicycle 
tires and a large proportion of pune: 
tures in automobile tires are caused 
by, this weed’ The burs also cause 
severe damage to wool. The plant 
has been knonwn as ground bur nut 
caltrop, and has recently received 
the apt name of automobile weed. 
In addition to California and “Ari- 
zona, it has been reported from In- 
diana, Iowa, Ilinois, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Arkansas, and Texas. Hope for 
its eradication in fields is given in 
the fact that it is an annual and can 
be controlled by repeated cultivation 
thereby preventing the formation of 
seed. Along roadsides, however, the 
plant can not ordinatily be controll- 
ed by mowing on account of the 
low, spreading habit of growth. 
Even after being closely cut, burs 
are apt to form on the ground. De- 
partment experts are planning to 
test .the possibilities of extermina- 
ting the plant along roadsides by 
Spraying with chemicals, such as 
crude oil or iron sulphate.”
